Judicial Sales — How they Should be 
Advertised. — A gentleman, who is inter- 
ested in the matter, writes us a very sen- 
sible letter on the present method of ad- 
vertising judicial sales. We fully agree 
with him in his views upon the subject — 
a subject to which we would invite the at- 
tention of the Legislature. This should 
have been done long ago. 

It is strange that any man who 
thinks at all npon the subject j 
can entertain the idea that it is not the 
true policy to advertise all property sold 
by the sheriffs or marshals in some of the 
papers having circulation in the neighbor- | 
hood of the property. An advertisement | 
may be regarded as public notice to ered- j 
itors of the defendant to take care of their | 
interests in the debtor's property, and as 
such should have general circulation and 
as much publicity as can be given it. Un- 
der the present system by printed or writ- 
ten notice, posted at three or four places, 
there is no security that the notices will 
remain posted twelve hours after they are | 
put up. Who has not known them to be I 
posted at night and torn down before j 
morning? The officer can post them, but 
he cannot keep them up, and persons who 
desire to buy property frequently take 
this method of cutting off competition for 
it. It happens frequently that, in cases 
which are not contested, such as sales on 
foreclosures of mortgages or ljens, 
there is no one to look after the interest 
of the defendant, who may be a poor and 
ignorant man, and the decree being pre- 
pared by his adversary’s attorney, who 
has no interest beyond making the debt 
for his client, or enabling the client to buy 
the property for less than his debt, the or- 
der is to advertise by bills and the property 
is sold for far less than its value, and 
probably* a personal judgment is taken 
against the defendan* for a balance un- 
satisfied by the sale, when a proper adver- 
tisement would have made his property 
pay his debt and leave him a surplus. The 
property of infants may thus be sold and 
title conveyed absolutely advertising 
“according to law and the (present) rules 
of court,” when a proper notice would 
have made it bring double the amount. 
The fact is, that so many legal 
frauds and iniquities can be ar- 
ranged through the present system 
in which, when confirmed by the courts, 
no flaw can be found, that it is a wonder 
that the system should have been allowed 
to exist to this time. Any mau who ever 
lived in a city knows that a bill posted on 
a door or fence, unless it be some such 
flaming poster as a circus bill, attracts no 
more of public attention than if it were 
being blown along the street in the dust. 
Bills are put into men s hands at every 
street corner with the full knowledge 
that not one mau in five will read 
them; they are scattered like leaves 
through tbe postotlice, and in every 
other way, the advertisers knowing that 
not one in ten is read. Of what effect, 
then, can four bills, posted at the court- 
house and three market-houses, be? And 
yet, hundreds of thousands of dollars’ 
worth of property,’ in which married wo- 
men, children, and creditors have inter- 
ests, is annually sold by the courts of the 
State in this city alone. The object of ad- 
vertising property is or should be that it 
may bring the highest price it can be made 
to bring at a forced sale. Even if the 
owner has no hope that it will pay all his 
debts, justice demands that it shall pay as 
far as it will, for the benefit of both debtor 
and creditors aline; and, if the 
debtor happens to be a poor and 
ignorant man, the law should protect him 
and his family to the extent of at least 
haviDg all due publicity given to the fact 
that his property is to be sold. 

The old stock argument, )weak and silly 
as it is, that it is wrong to expose a man to 
the mortification of being advertised at 
sheriffs’ or magistrates' sale, is the only 
one that can' be urged against advertising 
in the newspapers; and if any man is so 
silly or mawkishly sensitive as to desire 
his property to be sold for half its value, 
to his own and his family's injury, to say 
nothing of that of his creditors, the law 
ought to appoint him a guardian to see it 
done without his consent. If a man can 
pay his debts, he can easily arrange with 
the officer and the other party to have the 
sale made without advertising “by con- 
sent”, as is constantly done. 

If he cannot pay the debt, then a sale 
without due notice, and for half the value 
of the properly, is most certainly a wrong 
npon somebody; at least, it is making a 
preference of creditors, a thing which we 
have a very stringent statute to prevent. 

In the cities and towns in which daily 
papers are published, all judical sales 
should be advertised in those papers for 
not less than five days, the number of pa- 
pers to be governed by the value of the 
, properly, or the amount of the judgment. 

AnotLer reason why sales should be ad- 
vertised is. that, where publicity is not 
given, if much property passes through an 
officer s hands, it i3 certainly a great 
temptation before him, and however strin- 
gent the provisions may be made to pre- 
vent officers from purchasing at the sales, 

I it can be done with impunily by cr through 
a partner; and, from what we have heard, 

. this does not seem to be regarded as a 
very reprehensible thing by the public, 
but simply as one of tbe perquisites of 
I tbe office. If tbe property brings its full 
value, or near it, there is little temptation, 

' and we are sure the officers should, if they 
do not, praj- “ner to be lead into tempta- 
tion.” 

t AST The other day, Senator Grimes, of 
Icwa, presented “the petition of George 
M. Colvocoresses, captain in the United 
States Navy, praying to be restored to the 
i active list. ' If the Senate grant this 
prayer, they at the same time should take 
off the captain's name, and give him an 
easier one. To restore a roan under the 
1 weight of such a name to “the active list’ 
would be a sort of mockery. 

Judging from the number of candidates 
I for tbe Ilepublicau Presidential nomina- 
tion, as compared with that for the Demo- 
cratic ticket, it may be said that the be- 
lief in Ilepublicau success is the stronger 
1 by at least three to one . — Detroit Post.

I ET TER FROM HEIDELBERG. 

Heidklberg, Sept 27, 1867. 

We left Baden-Baden at 1 o'clock P. 
M.. and reached Heidelberg at 3 in the af- 
ternoon of the same day. Heidelberg is 
on the left bank of the Neckar, a river 
hut little larger than Salt river, iu a fer- 
tile valley, aud above it rise mountains 
corered with the dark pines of the Black 
Forest. The town is a mile and a half 
long, but consists of one principal street, 
and is but a hundred yards or so broad, 
and has about 16,000 people in it. Hei- 
delberg has the charm of antiquity and 
historical fame, but is devoid of archi- 
tectural beauty, neitherits churches nor its 
colleges being imposing, and it is, in truth, 
a very dull and dry old town. The scene- 
ry around it is beautiful, aud much like 
that on the Rhine, and, from tbe ruinous 
old Electoral castle on a mountain rising 
behind the town, you have a splendid dis- 
tant view of a hundred and eighty miles. 

We took the advice of our guide-book, and 
directly after arriving at Heidelberg hired 
a carriage and drove to an establishment 
near by, where mountain trouts are artifi- 
cially reared on an extensive scale. A 
small crystal stream supplies a-auccession 1 
of ponds, each twenty or thirty yards 
square, on the side of a hill, and in these 
the fish of different sizes are placed. 
Above them all is a house or shed in which 
shallow vats or troughs contain the fi?h 
eggs in the hatching room. Our attend- 
ant spoke nothing but German, and I was 
usable to learn whether the eggs were 
hatched by artificial heat or otherwise, nor 
could 1 buy any book giving an account 
of the system of propagation. In the 
higher pond3 were the smaller trouts, vary- 
ing from three or four to eight or ten 
inches in length, and, as we descended 
from pond to pond, we found the fish to 
increase in size, until the largest were 
nearly as long as a man's arm, and 
weigh eight or ten pounds. They seemed 
to be fed upon common fish, resembling 
our silver-sides, shiners, etc., which are 
either given to them whole or cut up. It 
is absolutely necessary to keep the differ- 
ent sizes of trouts separate, otherwise the 
greater would soon eat up the lesser. All 
the fish appeared to be in fine health and 
looked as game as stallions, but are as 
wild as partridges. When it is desired to 
change the fish from one pond to another, 
they are caught in a large net, and thus 
conveniently removed; and they are taken 
in the same way for the table. I think I 
am safe in saying there are thousands of 
these delicious fish in this establishment, 
and from here they are supplied to the 
hotels in Heidelberg, Baden-Baden, and 
other cities. They seem to be as 
easily raised as chickens, and, be- 
ing so much more prolific, 1 
wonder that fi3h raising is not 
more frequently prosecuted. This 
is the famous brook trout, with the red 
and black spots, and is the most delicious 
of fresh water fishes. While examining 
the ponds we ordered a fried trout for 
dinner, and when we returned to the house 
we found a large fat one already prepared 
for us; and, while we feasted upon his ex- 
quisitely delicate flesh, I hope I shall be 
pardoned if I confess that we, for the time, 
forgot the cares, and troubles, and sorrows 
of our friends. If Heidelberg had nothing 
else to recommend it but its trout, I should 
still advise all travelers to visit it. But ii 
has other charms. 

From the trout establishment we drove 
to the top of the Kaiserstuhl, the moun- 
tain which overlooks the town, and on 
which are the old Electoral castle ruins. 
On the summit ol’ the mountain is a whey 
house, whereyou may get goats’ milk if you 
want it, but my impression is that beer 
and wine are much oftener called for. 
From this place we had a grand view. 
The day was clear and we witnessed a 
superb sunset. Without glasses we were 
able to see a distance of 180 miles, as I 
have once before mentioned, I believe, 
and our guide pointed out to U3 the dis- 
tant Hartz Mountains, and many cities 
and cathedrals — that of Worms among 
the rest. 

As the snn was setting we descended to 
the castle, wLich is some distance below. 
It is the grandest and highest pile of ruins 
I have ever seen. They are perfectly 
magnificent, and were all the more 
fascinating and impressive from being 
seen in the dying light of the setting 
sun, and then in the dusk of even- 
ing and in the moon-light. First we 
went into the cellars and dungeons, and 
in the wine cellar saw the monster wine- 
cask, which is something more than a 
hundred years old, is thirty and a half 
feet long, twenty-three feet high, and ca- 
pable of holding two hundred and thirty- 
eight thousand quarts of wine! From 
1762 to 176b it was three times tilled with 
wine, but since then it has been empty. 
Upon its top, over the bung-hole, a floor 
has been constructed, and a large set can 
easily dance upon it. This building is of 
red sandstone, elaborately carved, with 
stone lions over its gates, and innumera- 
ble statues in the niches in the walls. 
The history of this castle is absorbingly 
interesting, and its legends and romances, 
wbicL are without number, rival in beauty 
and marvelousness the stories of the 
Arabiau Nights. The tower walls are 
twenty feet thick, and so completely 
built that when the castle was blown up 
by the French, a hundred years ago, 
i one side of a tower fell in a body to the 
I ground and remained entire, leaning 
against the base of the portion which 
stood unmoved. Ivy and other creepers 
cover tbe walls and grow from the window 
sills, and on the floors of some of the 
ground rooms large trees have sprung up. 
Long before we finished our inspection of 
the enchanting and enchanted castle, the 
moon had risen, but in the narrow, spiral 
stairway leading to the top of the tower 
lighted only by small narrqw windows, 
we found it very dark. As we climbed the 
towers and wandered through the desert- 
ed halls, entirely alone, and all was silent 
around ns as the tomb, I felt my arm 
tightly grasped by L., and no doubt a 
very slight rustling of the wind in 
the ivy, or the falling of a 
stone, or the note of a screch-owl, 
would have convinced her that some in- 
hospitable goblin was about to assault us 
for daring to remain in his weird domin- 
ions at so unseasonable an hour. It w:i3 
quite dark when we descended to the 
towD, and, there being nothing in it to 
see, we sat at our window till bed-time, 
looking up in the moonlight to the grand 
old ruins. 

Next morning, on my way to the cars, 
I ttopt at a sword-store and examined 
some of the rapiers with which the 
Heidelberg students fight their harmless 
and ridiculous duels. It is a fencing 
foil, sharpened on the sides for a few 
inches near the end, and to kill a man 
with one, or even to hurt him at all seri 



ously, would be next to an impossibility; 
but to render tbe danger still less, a wad- 
ed buckskin jacket, covering the body 
and fitting close np to the chin, is worn 
by the pugnacious youths in combat. 
Possibly, by accident, a fellow might 
lose an eye or an ear, but these are casual- 
ties almost unknown in these duels. The 
usual result of a duel is a little cut on the 
face, which does not jeopard life or mar 
beauty, but leaves instead a pretty little 
scar. Were this gentle mode of warfare 
once introduced into our country, I am 
sure it would become a favorite amuse- 
ment; but I fear it never will be, lor 
Americans, when they fight, fight in earn- 
est: and these German toys can’t let day- 
light into people as do our bowie-knives, 
or dueling pistols, or Deringer’s, or Colt’s 
revolvers. 

While waiting at the station for the ears 
to start, we had a charming surprise in 
meeting two splendid young Kentuck 
ians — Messrs. Bridgeford and Overton, 
of Louisville. They are here pursuing 
their studies at this famous seat of learn- 
ing, and the little that I saw of them was 
enough to satisfy me that they are doing 
their duty to themselves and to their 
worthy parents. They are students indeed, 
and will make professional men of whom 
our city may be proud. 

It was 1 o'clock when we left Heidel- 
berg. and in four hours the cars put us : 
down at Strasburg, celebrated for its big 
clock and for its fatty-liver pies. Her* 
our baggage was once more searched. We 
visited the grand old cathedral, 47G feet 
high, probably the most elaborately carved 
stone edifice in the world, and saw its won- 
derful clock. I called for a pate <le foies 
gras at a restaurant, but was informed 
that the pies were then out of season, and 
that I could get the livers only in cans as 
we get them at home. At !) o'clock we 
took the cars for Paris. L. P, Y., ,Jr. 

Senator Doolittle's Late Speech in 
the Senate. — We give below such extracts 
from this speech as will afford a compre- 
hensive view of the whole: 

But, sir, why press this negro suprema- 
cy over the whites? What reason can you 
give? I have heard three distinct an- 
swers to this question worthy of notice. 

First. Because the States of the South 
rejected the constitutional amendment 
submitted by Congress. 

Second. Because the negroes are loyal 
and the whites disloyal; and 

Third. Because it will secure party as- 
cendency. 

Let us consider the first answer, that 
the States of the South have rejected the 
constitutional amendment submitted by 
the last Congress as a basis of reconstruc- 
tion. 

* * a * * 

True, 1 admit they did reject the amend- 
ment. But how did they reject it? By 
tbe votes of their Legislatures. They 
could reject U ;u no other way, for it was 
only to their Legislatures that Congress 
submitted the question. But how could 
their Legislatures reject it if they had no 
Legislatures at all? If they had Legisla- 
tures which could reject it, they had Leg- 
islatures which could ratify it. To do 
either is the highest act of a State Legis- 
ture, for it then acts upon the funda- 
mental law not only of its own State and 
people, but of all the States and all the 
people ot the United States. Conceding 
they had power, as you claim, to reject 
your amendment, by what shadow of right 
do you deny to those Legislatures power 
to choose.Senators in this body? As well 
deny to a living body the right to breathe. 

But perhaps you say if they had ratified 
the amendment then they had Legisla- 
tures which had the right to vote. But as 
they voted to reject it they had no 
Legislatures and no right to vote. In 
other words, if they Voted with you they 
had a right to vote; if they voted against 
jou they had no right to vote at all 
Again, sir, all the world knows the 
whole object of the war was to put dowu 
tbe rebellion, and to maintain the union 
of States under the Constitution. Every 
act aLd resolve of Congress, every dollar 
spent, every blow struck, every drop of 
blood shed, was to compel the people and 
the States of the South to five in the 
l nion and obey the Constitution. And 
now that we have succeeded; now that 
the ppople and tLe States of the South 
have surrendered to the Constitution and 
laws, you say they shall not live in the 
Union under this Constitution at all. 
They shall first form another Union, and 
come into that Union under another or an 
amended Constitution. 

Mr. President, having thus shown that 
this first answer to that question is un- 
reasonable, inconsistent, and absurd, I 
repeat the question a second time. Why 
press this negro domination over the 
whites of the South? What reason can 
you give? 

The second answer is: because the ne- 
groes were loyal, and the whites disloyal. 
Let us examine this bold assertion. Is it 
true? Were the negroes loyal during the 
rebellion? Recall the facts. Who does 
not remember that at least three-fourths 
of all the negroes in those States during 
the whole war did all in their power to 
sustain the rebel cause? They fed their 
armies; they dug their trenches; they 
built their fortifications; they fed their 
women and children. There were no in- 
surrections, no uprisings, no effort of any 
kind anywhere outside the lines of our 
armies on tbe part of the negroes to aid 
tbe Union cause. In whole districts, in 
whole States even, where all the able- 
bodied white men were conscripted into 
the rebel army, the great mass of negroes, 
of whose loyalty you boast, under the con- 
trol of women, decrepid old men and boys, 
did all they were capable of doing to aid 
the rebellion. 

Again, sir, the assumption is equally 
groundless that the whole of the white 
population, or a majority even, ever vol- 
untarily engaged in the rebellion. 
***** 

It should not be forgotten that allega- 
tions on the part of the citizen and pro- 
tection on the part of the Government are 
correlative duties. Has a Government 
tbe right to demand the one if it do not 
afford the other? Has it the right to pun- 
ish the citizen for yielding to a superior 
force against which it makes no attempt 
to protect him? Such a claim would be 
monstrously unjust. 

***** 

Sir, let me put the extremes! case. Sup- 
pose that these States of the South before 
the war had been foreign States, and tha* 
we had conquered them by arms, would 
not wise statesmen adopt the policy of 
conciliation? Would not they treat them 
as friends and make them fellow-citizens 
at the earliest possible moment? How 
much more earnestly should we adopt 
that policy because from the beginning we 
have always declared that our purpose was 
not to subjugate but to maintain the Union 
with the equality aud rights of the States 
unimpaired? 

We had a war with Mexico, resulting in 
the acquisition of people and territory. 
By treaty the people were made citizens 
at once, with all the rights of citizens. 
Wc Lave hud wars with Englishmen; but 
when the bloody strife was over, when 
peace had come, what course did our an- 
cestors pursue? We all know the war of 
the Revolution was a civil war. During 
the strife confiscation and disfranchise- 
ment were the order of the day. But 
when peace came and they sought to lay 
the foundations of the Republic broad 
aud deep, what did they do? Do you find 
in tbe Constitution they formed or the 
laws they passed under it any test-oaths; 
any bills of attainder: any reconstruction 
bills? No, sir. No; they were too great 
aud too wise. They had too much faith 
in man, and liberty, and truth, and God 
for that. On the contrary, they declared 
that no bills of attainder, no er post facto 
laws should be passed; no man not in the 
military or naval service should be sub- 
ject to military trials under the arbitrary 
power of the bayonet; and, that even for 
treason itself, there should be no corrup- 
tion cf blood or forfeiture beyond the life 



of the guilty party; and, furthermore, that 
no man should be convicted except upon 
presentment by a grand jury, and after a 
lair trial, confronting his accusers, by the 
verdict of a jury of his peers. 

In the Declaration of Independence 
also, even in the midst of war. reason re^ 
mained supreme over passion. They were 
equal to the grand occasion. Iu one of i 
its sublimest sentences they declared they ' 
would hold the people of England, their 
fellow-countrymen with whom they were 
then engaged in civil war, as they did the 
rest of mankind, ''enemies in war; in 1 
peace, friends. ' If we cannot equal them, 
may we not endeavor to follow their ex- 
ample? 

What do the great examples of history 
teach us in dealing with rebellion if not 
that after force has been subdued by force, 
magnanimity is more powerful than re- 
venge; that love conquers what hate nev- 1 
er can — the hearts and affections of a 
people? 

When Latium, one of the Roman prov- j 
inces, revolted, and the revolt was put 
down by arms, the question arose in the 
Roman Senate, what shall be done with 
Latium and the people of Latium? 
There were some then who cried, “ dis- 
franchise them;” others said, “ confiscate , 
their property.” There were none who ; 
said, “ subject them in vassalage to their 
slaves.” 

But old Camillus, in that speech which 
revealed his greatness and made his name 
immortal, said: “(deflators, make them 
your fellow-citizens, and thus add to the I 
power and glory of Rome.’’ In this high 
place, in the Senate of the great Republic | 
of the world, outgrowth of the civilization 
of all agesj cannot we, Senators, rise to 
i the height in that great argument? 

To descend to humbler examples, may 
we not even take lessons from some of our 
i Indian tribes? It is well known that the 
civilized tribes of the Indian Territory 
took sides in our terrible conflict. Civil 
war in its direst and most savage form 
raged through all the'r country. Their 
dwellings were sacked and burned; their 
hands were red in each other's blood. Yet 
they have made peace. They have reor- 
ganized their governments. They now 
live side by side in perfect tranquillity. 
Prosperity is once more 3miling upon 
their beautiful land. Canuot Christian 
statesmen have equal faith in magnanim- 
ity — equal courage to forgive and to be- 
lieve that love ia the power by which to 
reach the hearts of our late enemies? 

But, sir, suppose the statement be true 
that the negroes are loyal and the whites 
disloyal in heart, have we even then the 
right to degrade the whites in vassalage to 
the negroes? I answer no. For their 
criminal acts we would have the legal 
right to try and convict, and sentence to 
imprisonment, and to death even. But 
noty, without trial, by what operates as a 
substantial bill of attainder, and ex post 
facto at that, to subject them to negro 
governments is a crime against the Con- 
‘ stituticn, against our own race, and against 
civilization itself. It is to impose upon 
them, against their will, a degradation 
which every State of the North would re- 
ject, &Dd one tenfold greater than has 
ever been attempted in any Northern 
State. It would make them unfit to be our 
fellow-citizens, and place the States of the 
South upon a footing inferior to that of 
tke.other States in the Union. 

*••*•• 

Mr. President, having considered at 
some length the second answer to my 
question and finding that it is not sus- 
tained by the facts, that it is bad in 
ciple and worse in policy, I reptat the 
question a third time — Why press this ne- 
gro supremacy over the whites of the 
South? What reason can you give? 

The leader of the radical forces— tha’ 
inexorable Moloch of this new rebellion 
against the Constitution, 

The* strongest and the fiercest spirit 

That fought in Heaven, mow fiercer bj desptUr. 

answers with boldness, and in plain Eng- 
lish gives the tree reason— namely, to se- 
cure party ascendancy. This is the third 
and last answer which I propose to con- 
sider on this occasion. On the 3d of Jan- 
uary, 1867, Mr. Stevens, in the House of 
Representatives, used this language, 
which I find reported iu the Globe: 

“Another good reason is j NPuld in 
3ur6 tb? ? £ ?e ,, '!tt!tcy of the Utti?? party. 
Do you avow the party purpose, exclaims 
some horror stricken demagogue? 1 do.” 

The party purpose is here avowed in 
the House. In his speeches and letters 
elsewhere Mr. Stevens again and again, 
in strong language, avows the real pur- 
pose of this legislation. To them I mainly 
refer. The negroes, under the tutellage 
of the Ereedmeu s Bureau, led by radical 
emissaries, or pushed by Federal bayonets, 
must take the political control of these 
States is order to obtain their votes in the 
electoral college, or in the House of Rep- 
resentatives in the election of the next 
President. Here is a reason, and just 
such a reason as the bold radical would 
give. It is in keeping with his revolution- 
ary measures, and iu keeping with his 
own revolutionary history. 

The letter of General Pope, when in 
command of one of the districts, recently 
published, draws aside the vail and dis- 
closes the fact that the same party pur- 
pose seeks to control the bayonet also. 

This argument forparty ascendancy, all 
can understand. It is bold, clear, and 
logical. It is the argument of necessity 
addressing itself to unscrupulous ambi- 
tion. One syllogism contains the whole 
of it: “We must,” says the radical, “elect 

I the next President. The negroes, under 
j the lead of our bureau or the control of 
our bayonets, will vote for our candidate. 
The whites, outraged by our attempt to 
put tbe negro over him, will vote against 
him. Therefore, the bayonet must place 
the negro in power in these States to give 
us seventy electoral votes for President, 
twenty Senators, aud fifty members of the 
House.” 

All honor to the radical chief, the great 
commoner, who, with all his faults, is too 
great a man to resort to subterfuge or 
shams, or attempt to conceal his real pur- 
pose in this legislation. 

Some who favor these measures do not 
admit his leadership. But the truth is. 
in some way or other he does lead or 
drive the radical party in the end into tbe 
support of all his revolutionary schemes. 
Now and then one shrinks back. More 
than once 1 have seen the “galled jade 
wince,” but never fail at the last to obey 
the lash of her master. Would to Heaven 
it were otherwise! Would to heaven that 
the radical party could pause and mod- 
ify its suicidal policy! But I fear the ma- 
jority have become bound to it — bound 
hand and foot with chains they cannot 
break: that, however much some may re- 
gret it or strive to conceal regret, politi- 
cal necessities compel you to go on, and 
right on to the bitter end. You have 
staked your all upon it. You must live 
or die by it. 

The Senator from Massachusetts [Mr. 
Wilson], as if by authority, says. “We 
will take no step backward. Mr. Colfax, 
iu his recent letter, re-echoes, “Not a 
hair’s breadth.” Such, I fear, is the fatal 
resolution taken by the majority. 

The result of the recent elections, show- 
ing that a majority in the Northern and 
Wtstern States is opposed to that policy, 
so far from changing a resolution from 
which the -radical party dare not retreat, 
is pushing it on to the madness of despair. 
It sees that its majority in the North and 
West is already lost. It dare not exclude 
the South in the next election. The Sooth 
must be forced at the point of the bayo- 
net: by white disfranchisement and negro 
suffrage, to vote for the radical candidate, 
or he will be beaten. The majority in the 
Northern and Western States against him 
must, therefore, be overcome by tbe negro 
votes of the South. 

Sir, we shall see if the people of the 
United States will allow the regular army, 
which now controls this ignorant negro 
vote in the South, to hold the balance of 
power in the Republic, and to elect to the 
Presidency the candidate of negro su- 
premacy, upheld by military despotism. 
Shall Pretorian bands control tbe Presi- 
dency, a3 in the degenerate days of Rome 
they set up tbe empire for sale? I am no 
prophet; bnt, if not mistaken in the signs 
of the times the American people are not 
yet prepared for that. The Democratic 
party, tvetywhere freeing itself from the 
errors ol the past, planting itself upon the 
livit g issues of the hour, welcoming into 
its tanks all who are opposed to this radi- 
cal and barbarian policy ot subjecting the 
States of tbe South to negro supremacy by 



military dictatorship, all who are in favor 
of maintaining the integrity of the Union, 

tbe rights of the Slates, and the liberties 
of the people under the Constitution, and 
all who neither admit the doctrine of 
Southern radicalism, which brought on 
this rebellion, that a State may secede 1 
from the Union, nor admit that other doc- 
trine of the Northern radical, no less rev- 
J olutionary, that Congress may exclude or 
disfranchise ten States from the Union, 
are now coming together upon tbe plat- 
^ form of the fathers of the Constitution, 

1 and in the same fraternal spirit in which 
it was formed, and by which alone it can 
he maintained. 

. there are times when public opinion 
is like a placid stream gently flowing 
within its banks, when slight obstacles 
may, to* a time, arrest or change or divert 
j lU . course. Then, it may be said, the 
voice of the people is the voice of politi- 
cians; the voice of the people is the will 
ot a party. Bnt there are other times 
when the heStecs are overcast, the rains 
have descended, and the floods have come, 
that its majestic current rolls on, emblem of 
wrath and power, whenresistence maddens 
its fury and increases its strength. Then 
it overflows its banks. The barriers ef 
party caucuses and politicians are all 
swept away, and become mere flood wood 
on the surface of the troubled waters. The 
voice of the people then is no longer the 
voice of politicians; then it is that the 
voice of the people is the voice of God.

j Sir, we are in the midst of a new rebel- 
! lion, bloodless as yet, but which threatens 
| to destroy the Constitution, and with it 
the last hope of civil liberty for the world. 
But let us not despair. Let us not sur- 
render our faith in the people nor our 
faith in republican institutions. The peo- 
ple everywhere are coming to the rescue. 
They are again rising above party and 
the clamors and denunciations of parti- 
sans. Hundreds and thousands of the ear- 
nest Republicans who supported Mr. Lin- 
coln’s administration have already severed 
their relations to this revolutionary party. 
Hundreds of thousands more are ready to 
do so, and to strike hands with the great 
mass of the Democratic party to rescue 
the Constitution from this new rebellion 
against it. 

They are organizing'everywherej from 
Maine to California, not upon the dead 
issues of the past, for inglorious defeat. 
There is too much at stake, and they are 
too terribly in earnest for that. But with 
living men, upon the living issues of the 
present, they will organize for a victory 
so complete and overwhelming that the 
votes of the negro States of the South can- 
not hold the balance of power and decide 
the election against them.

Senator Davis. — On the 16th of Decem- 
ber last, Senator Davis, of our State, intro- 
duced in the Senate the following resolu- 
tion: * 

lie solved , That the Constitution should 
be so amended as to create a tribunal 
with jurisdiction to decide all questions of 
constitutional power that shall arise in the 
Government of the United States, and all 
questions of conflict of jurisdiction be- 
tween it and the State governments; said 
tribunal to consist of one member from 
each State, to be appointed bj iLe state, 
to hold his office daring good behavior, 
and a majority of the whole cumber of 
said tribunal to be necessary to make a 
decision. 

On tbe 14th instant, Mr. Davis support- 
ed this resolntion in n speech, which, how- 
ever, was mainly devoted to a review of 
Judge Sway ne’s opinion on the civil-rights 
bill. The review is a searching one, com- 
prising, among other noteworthy passages, 
a scathing characterization of the opinion, 
a masterly portrait of Chief- Justice Chase, 
«nd a noble and beautiful tribute to the 
President aud the oouiciUe Court, ail of 
| which we subjoin : 

I Judge Swayne is an associate justice of 
I the Supreme Court of the United States, a 
I judicial tribunal without a peer in power 
| and dignity in the present and all the 
past ages of the worliL He was the drat 
to consider and adjudge a case involving 
the civil rights act and some of the fun- 
damental and most vita! principles of our 
mixed system of government; and their 
proper investigation and settlement could 
Lave but tasked all the ability and virtue 
of a great judge. Oae equal to this 
j transcendent duty, in this time of nation- 
I at convulsjon, would be aptly represented

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State, in his early manhood having set- 
tled in the great one ef the West, and rap- 
idly winning iu highest honors, his cool 
and comprehensive survey of the whole 
theater from that stand-point soon *<jn- 
him that a sectional assault from 
the free Staten upon slavery, was the ides 
upon which the mass of their population 
might be united, and by taking use lead 
in such movement he might rally a host 
that would btar him oo to tho PfMidiBCj. 
No sympathy or interest for the en- 
slaved negro, no devotion to universal 
liberty, no sentiment of philan- 
thropy, no views of enlarged patriotism 
moved him, but only the calculation of a 
cold and selfish ambition. He has played 
this long game without principle, but with 
great skill and salt possession. He was 
for State rights even to a forcible resist- 
ance of the constitutional authority of the 
Government of the United Stater, or for 
letting the Southern States drift away 
from the Union, or for their coercion, con- 
quest, and subjugation, and pinioning 
them to the earth with the bayonet, or for 
a general consolidated despotism, as his 
interests and policy required. His in- 
cendiary course in the peace convention 
contributed largely to frustrate that 
attempt to settle our difficulties 
and avert civii war. The Constitution 
and its guarantees and restrictions, the 
preservation of the peace, prosperity, and 
liberties of hia countrymen, the threat- 
ened rnin of our entire political system, 
the imminence of a civil war that would 
devastate the whole land and fill it with 
wailing and woe, held him in no check; 
but with noiseless energy be pushed on 
his system of operations. When the thun- 
ders of the rebel cannon that played on 
Fort Sumpter struck the eastern and 
western oceans and the great lakes, and 
reverberating over the whole land, fren- 
zied all the people who had not gone into 
the rebellion, his soul was stirred with a 
profound but voiceless joy, for then he 



was assured that the stronger North would 
be hurled against the weaker South; and 
it became his hope that tbe Southern 



But how deplorably did he fail to come 
op to the great demand upon him’ We 
see in his opinion the appearauces of la- 
bor and investigation, but what beside 
that properly appertains to a judge? It 
is marked by an absence of intellectual 
power; of thorough, profound, and accu- j 
rate legal learning: of a full, truF, and 
philosophical comprehension of the prin- 
ciples and nature of our complicated p> j 
liticai structure, and their application to 
the case before him in strong and lucid 
argumentation, a lamentable absence ot 
the impressive dignity of judicial recti- 
tude and firmness; of a clear, passionless, 
and presiding reason; of the enlarged 
comprehension of a statesman-jurist, of 
an all-comprehending patriotism, which 
embraces alike every part of our expand- 
ed country and all its people, and the gov- 
ernments, institutions, and general wel- 
fare of both the nation and the States; 
and more yet, the absence of any evi- 
dence of his recognition of th#imperial 
and inviolable supremacy ot tbe Constitu- 
tion over all. 

l\e see in this miscalled judicial opin 
ion the disquisition of a sectional parti- 
san politician, flippant, passionate, and 
superficial, erroneous in its statement of 
facts and principles, feeble and inconclu- 
sive in its reasonings, predetermined to 
come to a desired conclusion, and in its 
approach to it taking shelter behind piles 
of irrelevant, undigested, and confused 
legal authorities, and an utter failure to 
adduce one principle in support of the 
constitutionality of the civil rights bilL 
We see in it a feeble attempt to advance 
the ideas, passions, and interests of a sec- 
tion; its vagaries, social, political, and 
philanthropic, bj this unworthy perver- 
sion of a high judgment seat. The task 
of proving the civil rights bill to be author- 
ized by (he Constitution is in conflict with 
all the powers of reason, and this judicial 
emanation in that cause does injustice to 
Judge Swayne himself, to his intellect, to 
his legal learning, and especially to his 
evalted office. 

• »**•* 

Judge Chase is a man of large and con- 
ceded ability; of calm but true courage; 
of strong but not imperious will; of long 
and clear foresight; of out little power 
directly with the masses, but great control 
over their second rate leaders, and *f the 
most absorbing and unscrupulous ambi- 
tion. He commands his own tongue, and 
when he chooses to indulge it talks well 
and seldom too much, and combines emi- 
nently the suaviter in moJo et furtiltr in 
re. He might have made a great lawyer, 
but projects of political ambition early en- 
grossed his mind and heart, and diverted 
him from that sedulous, laborious and ex- 
clusive pursuit of his profession in the 
library and the courts which is the con- 
dition of achieving eminence in it. In 
the pursuits of his life his principle haa 
been aut Ccesar aut nul/us ; and when he 
came upou the bench of the Supreme 
Court his youth and opportunity for mak- 
ing a great lawyer having passed, and his 
taste and aspirations being fixed iu an- 
other direction, it was then impossible fur 
him to take position with the great judicial 
luminaries of his own country; and there- 
| fore he turned from the mild and purer 
splendor of a judicial fame, which he 
I could never reach again, to the dazzling 
and long coveted attractions of the Presi- 
dency. 

Born and educated iu an eastern free 



whites would be utterly subjugated and 
the negroes enfranchised and placed 
in the mastery over their disfran- 
chised owners, that he might obtain 
their suffrages for the Presidency. But 
things began to work not in unison with 
the scheme and calculations sf tbe Chief 
Justice.

The rebels had been con- 
puered and had made full submission, and 
accepted promptly all tke conditions im- 
posed upon them, and had pleaded to 
come back to their proper position in the 
Union and the Government of the United 
States, and to be placed under iu protec- 
tion. Tbe magnanimous masses were ap- 
peased by the completeness of thstr con- 
quest of the rebellion and the equally 
complete submission of the rebels. The 
people of the States involved ia the re- 
bellion had remodeled their governmenu 
to conform to the condition of iu utter 
overthrow, and under the auspices of 
many acts of Congress, aad of the exec- 
utive and judicial departments, were rap- 
idly proceeding to re-establish their full 
proper relations with the United States 
and their government Uaion, peace, and 
fraternity seemed to be again brooding 
over the whole land. Goodwill and con- 
fidence between the freedmea and their 
late owners was fast springing up, and 
they were mutually establishing relations 
that would promote the interests, security, 
and welfare of both races. 

But the consummation of this genera) 
movement in the South would leave its 
political power in possession of the white 
race exclusively, and bring it up united in- 
flexibly as destiay sgainst the Chief Jus- 
tice’s long cherisned 

Presidency, and blast it forever, ia# 
ambitious, sectional politician and negro- 
equality propagandist took the alarm, de-

thus broke np the work of tranquiliziag 
and reconstructing tke 3^” era 3Ut(M 
upon the basis of the Constitution. But 
for the malign influence of this Mephis- 
topheles that great and patriotic work 
would ere this have been accomplished. 
Could aMthing be more unfit, more grand 
ly grotesque, than Judges Chase and 
Swayne sitting in Dual judgment on the 
constitutionality of the vita of Congress 
and of the States and questions of the 
conflict of jurisdiction between them and 
the Government of the United States? 

The former judges, who, so long on this 
bench, had become impervious to the de- 
bauching influences of sectional pclitich 
and radical ideas, with one exception, had 
lived abont the allotted years of man’s life, 
and it was expected and hoped that their 
speedy demise would leave to the coun- 
try — what legacy ? The diabolism of a 
radical Supreme Court — for then it was 
deemed to be almost certain that the re- 
cently appointed judges were all radical, 
and that the President would see to it most 
1 carefully that any he might have to ap- 
point should be radical par excellence. 
But the best-laid schemes often disappoint 
their projectors. No man has dealt to 
radicalism such ponderous blows as the 
| President, and the opinion of the Supreme 
Court in the case of Milligan has enrolled 
| the name of its writer with the immortal 
I judges who entrenched the great princi- 
ples of English liberty with buttresses 
I deep and strong as the foundation of the 
! sea girt isle, and has given full assurance 
to the great islanders who still enjoy them 
that their vigorous offshoots, transplanted 
' to a new world, have here defenders equal 
! to those who protected the parent stock 
against every storm.

LETTER FROM PARIS 


Paris, Tuesday, Jau. 7. led- 
I venture to affirm that every letter : 
mailed this day from Paris, or from any 1 
part of France, to the United States, will 
have its chief, if not its sole, topic, the j 
state of the weather. And, indeed, it is | 
difficult for any of us here not to become \ 
more or less engrossed with a subject j 
which appeals so directly and so “sharp- I 
ly" to one s personal feelings as does the 
one in question at this moment. There 
has been, to be sure, a slight modification 
in the state of the temperature for the last 
day or so, and we have ascended from the 
rigors of ten, twelve, and thirteen degrees 
below the freezing point, to the more en- 
durable temperature of five and six. But 
still “Jack Frost" holds us fast iu his iron 
grip: and, so long as he does not yield, it 
may always be said of him that croscit 
cundo, and that he makes every thing i 
“harder’ and less “bearable (except the 
ice) tbe longer he lasts. The chief conso- 
lation to our Paris residents, nnd especial- 
ly to our own people, is, not having “gone 
duwn South,' but having been lucky 
enough to stay here, whare coals aiid fuel 
are at least to be had by paying for them 
(although the former are 60 francs per 
ton, and even at that price about a third 
cheaper than wood) — where doors and 
windows have some pretensions to shut, 
and apait meats profes.s at least to keep 
out the cold. Down South, thing? seem 
to be in a desperate way, and the “sunny 
shores of the Mediterranean' have this 
year quite lost their character and dis- 
graced themselves. Mountains of snow 
have fallen all along the coast line from 
Toulon to Montpellier and Toulouse, and 
thence again to Bordeaux and Pau. Mont- 
pellier, once so celebrated tor its mid-win- 
ter climate, has been very roughly treated, 
tbe cold maintaining itself steadily at 7 
and 8 degrees of intensity, with a leaden 
sky, and uot a gleam of sunshine. All the 
smaller streams have been long since com- 
pletely arrested; and such giants (or what 
are thought giants here) as the Loire, the 
Garonne, the Saone, the rapid Rhone it- 
self, are daily becoming ice-bound. Lyons, 
always a cold place in winter, is suffering 
very severely, especially among its labor- 
ing aud manufacturing population, so 
many of whom are at this moment only 
half employed. The center and northeast 
parts of France seem to be the points 
where the cold has proved most intense. 
Thus, at Ne vers, among the forests of the 
Nivernais, the central point of all, the 
thermometer has marked 13 degrees of 
Centigrade below zero, or 9 degrees of 
Fahrenheit And the same thing, or near- 
ly, has occurred at Nancy, Strasbourg^, 
Lille, and other northeastern cities. Ac- 1 
cording to the chroniclers of past times, : 
we must go back nigh a quarter of a cen- 
tury to find a ijsraiiel season. 

And now a word or two of the state of 
things iu Paris under this Siberian aspect 
'We have had, asyet, only just snow enough 
to whiten the house-tops, although, with- 
in a few miles round, the country is deep- 
ly covered. Paris enjoys commonly a 
singular immunity iu this respect, owi tig, 
some persons think, to tbe chalky basin 
in which it lies. But, if we have almost 
escaped snow, we have had our full share 
of frost, accompanied by high winds and 
clouds of dust, which swept along our now 
wide and open Boulevards and avenues 
with terrific effect, reminding one of the 
accounts we have been reading of late 
from the British camp in Abyssinia, with 
only the slight difference of some 80 or 100 
degrees of temperature ! Every bit of wa 
ter has, of course, been long frozen over, 
so that when the ice, or at least ice-house, 
took fire the other day in the Bois de Bju- 
lcgne, our whole summer provision of the 
luxury was like to have been melted for 
want of water to put out this singular con- 
flagration. At last, however, some one 
thought of the Artesian well, and the nec- 
essary supply was produced from thence. 
The Seine is now completely frozen over, ] 
and the fashionable amusement for some 
days was to drive down to one bank and , 
send your carriage to meet you on the oth- 
cr side, after you have crossed on foot. J 
But one or two stnpid or awkward individ- ! 
uals having managed to fail in, and one j 
even having the bad taste to drown him- 
self (in such weather!), the authorities, of ' 
course, under this paternal government, ( 
stepped in and spoilt the fun by prohibit- 
ing ail further traffic. The general ren- j 
dezvous for all the world just now is 
around the lakes of the Bois de Boulogne, 
where may be seen grouped, driving, skat- 
ing, or sledging, the entire beau monde of ! 
Paris, from the Emperor and Empress 
downwards. It need scarcely be said that 
the American Colony, male and female, 
forms a laige element in this fashionable 
gathering, nor that the latter portiou of it 
at least is pre-eminently distinguished by 
its grace, its agility, and — its toilette! 

The climax, however, of these scenes of 
wintry festivities took place, not by day, 
but by night. On Saturday last, just as 
the cold was at its height, the skating club 
announced its intention of giving \ fetede 
unit on the ice in the Bois de Boulogne. 
Some little courage, no doubt, was re- 
quired to encounter so keen a blast as 
then blew in one’s way to the rendezvous, 
past the Triumphal Arch of the Champs 
Elysees. But, once within the Bois itself, 
some shelter was afforded even by the leaf- 
less trees; the air was comparatively calm 
and the scene around the lakes certainly 
very beautiful and fairy-like. Hundreds 
of variegated lamps encircled the margin 
of the frozen waters and hung suspended 
on the arid branches around. A countless 
host of carriages, filled with all the most 
brilliant nntive and forUgn, urivate and 
official, society of Paris, clad in every va- 
riety of fanciful costume — Russian, Pol- 
ish, Swedish — wended its way in long lines 
of light, aud set down its be-c!oaked and 
be-furred occupants opposite the beautiful 
marquee of the Club, itself dazzlingly il- 
luminated. Some ladies fastened on their 
skates (tbe new American pattern without 
straps being the favorite); someembarked 
on sledges, to be impelled by male skaters, 
the latter carrying lanterns in the hand or 
on their heads, and the sledges themselves 
beiDg decked with the same. All, how- 
ever, were bound for the ice in some fash- 
ion or other, and the lake was soon crowd- 
ed with gay groups. Suddenly, on a sig- 
nal being given, electrie lights from the 
marquee and other spots burst upon the 
scene, ar.d lighted up all its fantastic im- 
agery with the broad glare of an artificial 
sunshine. And then you could recognize 
many a well known face and figure. There 
glides Mme. Metternich, there the Princ- 
ess Bacciochi, there many a fair American 
whom delicacy forbids me to name; though 
I need not adhere to the same reserve in 
one so constantly before the public as the 
Syren of the Italians, Mile. Patji, who set 
winter and sore throats at defiance, and 
carolled gaily as she glided on under the 
guidance of a dozen assiduous cavaliers. 
The fete was right brilliant and beautiful, 
and concluded only at midnight, amidst a 
banquet of fire-works. 

You will see by the above that we are 
completely absorbed by the “compliments 
of the season," and ip -uth there is but 
little else to speak of. *he Italian crisis 
is over in Italy, but the Italian question 
is just where it was. Mexican bonds are 
going “up" rapidly, which signifies that 
the government intends coming “down" 
with the wherewithal to pay them. The 
army bill has passed, and begins to be for- 
gotton, except by those “able-bodied" 
youths who will, ere long, be dragged 
from their homes aud occupations to swell 
its ranks. »

'J he House then took up the bill for the 
benefit of’the common school system. 

Said bill reads as follows, viz: 

Sec. 1. lie it cnaeted hy the General 
Assembly of lhe Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, That it shall be the duty of the 
sheriffs and other officers, conducting the 
next annual election, to be held on the 
first Monday in August next, to open a 
poll in the various precincts in their re- 
spective enunties, and take the sense of 
the qualified voters of this Commonwealth 
upon the propriety and expedlf ncy of im- 
posing an additional tax of fifteen cents on 
each one hundred dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty in the State, for the purpose of in- 
creasing the Common School Fund of 
Kentucky. 

Sec. 2 That it tliall be the duty of the 
proper officers conducting said election to 
propound distinctly to each voter the 
question: “Are you for or against levying 
au additional tax of fifteen cents ou each 
one hundred dollars’ worth of property to 
increase the Common School Fund? ’ If 
said voter shall answer in the affirmative, 
it shall be tbe duty of the clerk of the elec- 
tion to record his vote in favor of levying 
the tax tor the purpose aforesaid. If he 
shall answer in the negative, it shall be 
the duty of said clerk to record his vote 
against it. , 

Sec. 3. That it shall be the duty of the 
sheriff's aud other returning officers to 
make out a correct list of the vote re- 
quired to be taken under the provisions of 
this act; acd it shall be the duty of the 
county judges and county clerks of the 
several counties to compare and certify 
said lists of their respective counties; and 
said county clerks shall cause the same to 
be delivered to the Secretary of State 
within sixty days after the date of the said 
election; and upon a failure of any oue of 
them to do so, he shall be fired in the sum 
of two hundred dollars, to be recovered 
against him as other fines are recovered 
under existing laws regulating elections 
in this State. 

Sec. 4. If it shall appear that a majori- 
ty of the votes cast under the provisions 
of this act are cast in the affirmative, it 
shall be the duty of the Secretary of State 
to report to the General Assembly, within 
five days after its next convening after 
the said election, a statement of the vote 
directed to be taken, as so cast, when it 
shall be the duty of the Legislature to 
adopt such measures as may be nesessary 
to carry out the purposes of this act. 

Sec. 5. That it shall be the duty of the 
Pablic Printer to print and deliver to the 
Secretary of the State fifteen hundred co- 
pies of this act, and it shall be the duty 
of said Secretary of State to forwrd fif- 
teen copies of the same to each represent- 
ative district of the Lower House of the 
Legislature, to the various Clerks 
of the County Courts, in proportion to 
represenlation, by the first of July pre- 
ceding the said election; and the said 
clerks are required by this act to deliver 
said copies to the sheriff’s of the respective 
counties, and to take a receipt therefor;

Age or Ships. — T he number of persons 
visiting our shores annually may be rough- 
ly calculated at half a million. Tbe num- 
ber of deaths from shipwrecks might, there- 
fore, appear not to be large; but when we 
are told that half the wrecks are caused ei- 
ther by willful parsimony or sheer neglect 
— in other words, in consequence of the 
vessels being overladen or unseaworthy, 
chiefly of the collier class — there is every 
reason to deplore such an unnecessary loss 
of useful life. While a ship’s age is a very 
good reason to account for her liability to 
be wrecked, the general reader will be at 
a loss to account for the large number of 
nearly new ships that are damaged. Dur- 
ing the last eight years, for instance, elev- 
en hundred and thirty five casualties hap- 
pened to newjy-built vessels. Possibly 
someofthese were laid down purposely tobe 
lost On the other hand, there are vessels 
that appear to have a charmed life — for 
instance, there are eight that have been 
afloat from ninety to one hundred years, 
and four that are one houdred and one 
years old and upward. — Cassell's Jfaya- 
zine.

Business on the landing was but moder- 
ately active yesterday— but four boats re 
ceiviDg remunerative loads. Many of 
those that were advertised left in the after- 
noon with light trips, in hopes of repay- 
ing their outlay with return cargoes. 

At dysk the upper landing presented a 
scene of unusual dullness. Only one 
boat, the J. D. Perry, remained, and the 
levee was cleared of all produce except a 
pile of hay belonging to the quartermas- 
ter's department. We expect, however, 
that before Monday morning the space 
will be filled up again by the arrival of 
the Richmond, Great Republic, Henry 
Ames, Robt. E. Lee, aud Gov. Allen, and 
business for the next week will open with 
more favorable auspices than that which 
has just closed. 

We noticed that the river in front of the 
city is rising rapidly, and a considerable 
quantity of drift passing. We hope that 
this rise will affect the various lower 
tributaries so as to allow the boats to pen- 
etrate tbe interior, and bring out the cot- 
ton, sugar, and molasses awaiting trans- 
portation to market. 

Capt. Burdeau received a dispatch yes- 
terday announcing that the tow Bee, with 
five barges, passed Vicksburg at 8 o'clock 
yesterday morning, and will arrive to- 
morrow. 

A meeting of freight agents was held 
last Thursday evening, at Memphis, for 
the purpose of adopting a uniform rate on 
cotton, several lines having been cutting 
under and rebating to a considerable ex- 
tent. But nothing was accomplished, all 
the Northern lines, with one exception,
